STATE DINNERS AND RECEPTIONS. 


Yiow the President and Ladies of the Cabinet 
Receive Their Guesta—The Days on 
Which Receptions Will Be Held. 


WasuincTon, December 28.——{Special.]— 
The official social season of Washington opens 
with the president’s reception on New Year’s, 
and ends on Ash Wr‘nesday. 

Mrs. Harrison yesterday gave out the social 
programme for the season at the white house. 

There are state dinners and afteinoon recep- 
tions and such like, but the events of the sea- 
son at the white house are the receptions to 
the diplomatic corps, congress and the judici- 
ary, and tothe army and navy. The dates 
for these are January 13th and 23d and Feb- 
ruary 3d. 

At these receptions the president and Mrs. 
Harrison, assisted by the ladies of the cabinet, 
stand inthe blue room and are dressed in 
eveningtoilet. Tne guests must be in evening 
dress or else they will not be admitted. The 
members of the diplomatic corps wear their 
court uniforms or the uniforms of the regi- 
ment in which they hold commissions abroad, 
ami the officers of the army and navy are in 
full dress uniform on these occasions. No re- 
freshments areserved to the hundreds of people 
who attend these card receptions at the white 
house. There are, however, refreshments up 
stairs, to which a few special favorites are in- 
vited after the crowds of guests have retired. 

At these receptions al! the first floor of tho 
building is thrown open, including the observ- 
atory, and the Marine band furnishes the 
music. The great cast room and the other 
rooms are magnificently decorated with 
tlowers, and the toilets worn by the women 
present are the most costly and magniticent 
that can be imagined. 

Besides these receptions, Mrs. Harrison gives 
Saturday afternoon receptions throughout the 
season. 

The families of the justices of the supreme 
court hold receptions on Monday afternoons 
while the court is in session; the wives of con- 
gressmen receive on ‘Tuesday through the 
season; the cabinet ladies receive on Wednes- 
days; the wives of senators on Thursday, and 
the families of the officers of the army and 
navy on Fridays. 

Anyone is at liberty to go to all these recep- 
tions, except to those held by the wives of tlie 
justices of the supreme court. Only persona! 
acquaintances are expected at these. At these 
afternoon receptions the men wear street cos- 
tumes and the iadies are supposed to wear 
handsome walking costumes. 

The ladies of the senate and the cabinet call 
upon the ladies of the supreme court first, aud 
the cabinet ladies make first visits upon the 
wives of senawrs. The wives of congressmen 
call upon the other ladies, but the wives of 
sena ors and of the cabinet officers do not re- 
turn these calls in person. They simply senda

Kdmands and the Gag Rule. 

Senator Edmunds had himself interviewed 
in The Post this morning on the subject of the 
senate cloture on gag rule resolution. The in- 
terview was the result of 2 conference betweefi 
Hoar and Edmunds, and was printed with a 
view of solidifying the Republicans for the res- 
olution. In it Edmunds says: 

“The constitution provides that the majority 
of any legislative body has todo its business. 
It necessarily implies that no minority what- 
ever, of one or any other. uumber, should or 


could unduly obstruct the expression of the. 


majority. Itis nota question of whether a 
particuiar measure should be passed or de- 
feated, but is a question whether the majority 
of the legislative body can have the power to 
come to the disposition of any subject that is 
before it, otherwise than at the will of a mi- 
nority, composed of one or more. 
In .times of extreme public danger,”’ 
continued the senator, “every lover of his 
country would agree that a_ traitorous 
minority should not have the power, and 
could not, if there be anything in the power of 
majorities, to indefinitely delay the action 
which the emergency might require to be 
nade, as has sometimes happened. The just 
liberty of debate ought to be continuously 


maintained; but liberty of debate is one thing, | 


and liberty of obstruction and preventing a 
legislative body coming to any resolution 
whatever upon the subject before it, is quite 
another. 

‘tne rule proposed is nota rule to compel 
the particular determination of any question. 
It is a rule to provide that, after what the ma- 
jority considers to be a reasonable universal 
debate, the majority, whatever may be its 
opinion in respect of the disposition to be 
made of the measure, shall be enabled to dis- 
pose of it one way or the other, saving to every 
member of the body the right to express his 
own opinion upon it within a given time. 
How any man of any party can find fault with 
such a provision, I am unable to understand.’’ 

Reed and Blaine.

It is given out today that Speaker 
Reed is now anxious for an investigation, as he 
believes that Mr. Blaine, through one of his 
agents in the state department, was interested 
in the pool.

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LOCOMOTIVES DESTROYED. 


Surning of the Roundhouse of the Sea- 
board Air-Line fRalilroad. 

RAvgian, N. C., December 28,—{Specialh.]— 

At 12 o'clock this morning Train Dispatcher 


Busbee discovered that the large new round- 


house of the Seaboard Air-Line, in this city, 
was on fire. The building was of brick, cost 
$30,000, and had stalls for eighteen engines. 
The roof was of wood, slate-covered, and so 
rapid was the fire that in ten minutes after its 
discovery the entire interior was in a biaze. 
The fire department turned out promptly upon 
the alarm, but by the time the first hose wagon 
arrived the roof had fallen in, covering sev’ 
enteen engines, of which several were new. 
All the woodwork of the roundhouse and of 
the engines was destroyed, as owing to the in- 
tense “heat and the closed doors no engines 
could be removed. 

The damage to the roundhouse is officially 
estimated at $10,000 and to the engines at $40,- 
000, The engines will all be repaired here. 
One of them belonged to the Egypt Coal Com- 
pany, the others being owned by the Seaboard 
Air-Line and the Raleigh and Gaston Railway 
Company. There was no insurance on the 
building or engines, as the railway authorities 
considered the roundhouse fire-prvof. They 
believe that the fire was caused by an engine 
which came in at midnight last night. A gale 
of wind prevailed during the fire and the 
temperature was far below the freezing point, 
The firemen suffered from the unusual 
weather, but did excellent work. 


GONE DUCK-HUNTING. 


A Party of Congressmen on Carrituck 
Sound. 

NorFo.k, Va., December 28.—A party of 
ton gentlemen, comprising Congressmen Lind, 
Blanchard, Enloe, Marsh, Bynum, Robertson, 
Pierce and Grimes, arrived here today, and 
were joined by W.S. Webb, third vice presi- 
dent of the Neéw York Central railroad and 
president of the Wagner Palace Car Company, 
later in the day, with a party of gentlemen 
from this city. 

They took a special train over the Norfolk 
and Virginia Beach road, for Princess Anne 
hotel, whence they will take private convey- 
ances for Carrituck sound, about. twenty-eight 
milés sonth of the hotel, to shoot red-head 
and canvas back ducks, now swarming that 
body of water. The weather is all: that could 
be wished for sport, clear and cold and dry, 
with a stiff wind from the northwest that will 
keep t:e birds in motion and greatly increase 
the chances for large bags.

thing toeat. He had no work, he said, and 
Was at a loss where to go. Mrs. Brand’s sym- 
pathy being aroused, she admitted him into 
the kitchen and gave him a substantial break- 
fast. For this he thanked her and departed. @ 

Mrs. Brand was surprised by asecond ¢all in 
the afternoon from the man she had be- 
friended. This time hetold her in tones of 
pleasure that he had secured employment. 
He asked for something more to eat, as he was 
very hungry. Again the kind-hearted woman 
feltiow in and fed»-himr A fter-.eom 
cluding a hearty meal, he arose and asked for 
some money. Mrs. Brand declined to do more 
for him. 

The ruffian then grasped her by the throat, 
threw her upon a lounge and held her there 
till he had rifled her peckets, taking all the 
money she had about her. Before releasing 
her he extorted a promise that she would make 
no outery until he had departed. 

After the man was arrested last night and 


searched the officers noticed, that the cloth- | 


ing he wore was of prison make. He was 
questioned and admitted that he was re- 
leased from the state prison at Dannemora. 
Clinton county, about six weeks ago, after 
serving aterm for grand larceny, committed 
in New York.

THE RAILWAY PRESIDENTS 


Will Hold a Meeting to Form a New 
Association. 


New York, December 28.—-The Journal of 
Finance says: The date for the meeting of 
the railway presidents to complete the organi- 
zation of a new association has been changed 
from January 6th to January Sth, and the 
place of meeting also changed from Chicago 
to the Windsor hotel, New York city. This 
change was made Saturday by telegraph. In 
response to President Miller’s telegram asking 
if it would be convenient to hold a meeting in 
Chicago on January 6th, it was found 
that quite a number of railway _presi- 
dents, some of them representing the 
largest lines in the country, could not 
conveniently attend the meeting on that date 
and in that city. Asa result, this conference 
was held Friday between some of the large in- 
terests invoived, and telegrams were sent out 


asking if the 5th of January and the Windsor: 


hotel, in this city, would be a convenient time 
and place for the meeting. On Saturday re- 
sponses were received assenting to the change, 
and a call was issued by wire, by Mr. Miller, 
naming the changed date and place. The 
best judgment of those most deeply interested 
is that at this meeting a new agreement will 
be unanimsusly adopted and be put in force at 
the earliest practicable day. 
A County Treasurer Arrested. 

Kansas City, Mo., December 28.—A spe- 
cial from Columbia, Mo., says: James C. 
Gillespie, treasurer of this (Boone) county, 
has been arrested for embezzlement. He was 
given a preliminary hearing today and held 
for $5,000 bond. Warrants were issued for 
County Judges Roberts and W. F. Angel, 
charging them with making and collecting 
from the county illegal charges for mileage to 
the amount of $150. 


Discovery of Tin. 

San ANTONIO, Tex., December 28.-—Lewis 
Giraud, a prominent civil engineer, has ar- 
rived from Liano with specimens of tin just 
discovered. He brought the ore to be sampled. 
It has been found on Colorado river, about a 
hundred miles froin here, in IAano county, 
south of the famous Ballinger iron hill. New 
discoveries are being made daily, and sixty 
deposits are already located. The specimens 
brought by Mr. Giraud are casserttie.

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BIG FOOT CAPTURED. 


END OF THE TROUBLE WITH THE 
INDIANS. 


HOSTILE INDIANS SURRENDERING, 


Telegrams from Generals Brooke and Miles 
Announeing that the Hostiles Are 
Coming In to the Agency. 

-Arip Crry, 8S. D., December 28.—The news 
yesterday indicated that the Indian troubles 
were about to be brought to a close without 
the sacrifice of any more lives. General 
Miles’s advices of Friday evening, that the 
hostiles in the Bad Lands had listened to the 
logic and pefsuasion of General Brooke, 
the Ogallala and Brule peace commissioners, 
and were moving in toward Pine Ridge, were 
confirmed by Genera! Brooke's dispatches yes- 
terday. 

The whole body of braves, squaws and 
papooses of the Brules, Cheyennes and North- 
ern Indians, who have boen enjoying several 
weeks outing at the famous terrace of Wall 
cainps, in the Bad Lands, killing and smoking 
beef, stealing horses and engaging in other 
healthfu! and exciting pastimes, are now en 
route to the hospitable agency at JPine fRidge. 

CAMPING ON THE RIVER BANKS. 

General Brooke’s messengers state that the 
party have already reached White river, and 
will camp on White Clay creek, at a point 
about sixteen miles from the agency. : 

Colonel O’Fell’s scouts contirm this intelli- 
gence by reporting the camps in the Bad Lands 
deserted, though one dispatch says one of the 
camps was moved two miles southeast to aygid 
scouting parties or to secure better protection 
from the heavy wind of Friday. ‘his party is 
probably following the main body of Indians: 

General Miles has issued ord $rs 
to General Carr, Colone! O’Fell and Colotiel 
Sanford, in command of the western and 
northern sections of the Cordon, to send in 
forces to carefully search the Bad Lands for 
straggling Indians, and to draw in toward thé 
agency. 

‘‘Now,” remarks the general, this morning, 
“I want to know where Big Footis. My last 
advices were that he was on Porcupine creek, 
but there is no definite news of him this 
morning.’’ 

At the headquarters of the department to- 
night a dispatch was received from General 
Brooke which stated that Major Whitesides, 
in command of a battalion of the Ninth 
cavalry, had captured Big Foot and his entire 
band near Porcupine creek. About 150 bucks 
surrendered. General Brooke also telegraphed 
that the hostiles in the Bad Lands had sur- 
rendered, aud would reach Pine Ridge Tues- 
day. Bright Eyes sent word last night to The 
World-Herald that half the hostiles had left 
the Bad Lands, and were within a few hours’ 
march of the agency. 

CAPTURE OF BIG FOOT. 

OMAHA, Neb., December 28 —A special to 
The Bee from Pine Ridge reports the captufe 
of Big Foot and his band of hostiles by the 
Seventh cavalry under Captain Whitesides. 
Thecapture was made on Porcupine creek 
without a conflict. Ail the other Indians in 
the Bad Lands decided to come in and the 
probabilities are that the trouble is ended.

O'Shea Produces Letters from Chamberiain, 
Urging Him to Stand for a Seat in 
Parliament—Other News. 


O’SHEA’S 


Loxpon, December 28.—Having been ad- 
vised that he cannot bring action for libel 
with hopes of success, Captain O’Shea has 
» published a statement to disprove the trath of 
Timothy Healy’s taunt that he bartered his 
wife's honor to gain » seat in parliament. 
The letter is dated ‘‘Stalbridge. December 24, 
1890."". The writer says: 

“When I was a liberal whip I did my best 
to promote your (Healy’s) candidature as a 
liberal and supporter of Gladstone at Middle- 
Armagh, and afterwards at Liverpool, in 1889. 

A LETTER FROM CHAMBERLAIN. 

I quote a letter from Chamberiain to me 
dated December 20, 1890, in which he says: 

I assume that you will take some notice of the 
brutal attack on you, made by Mr. Healy, at Kil- 
kenny, although, unless I am much mistaken, 
you will have no legal remedy. His statements 
aré entirely inconsistent with what I know of the 
general election of 1885. According to my recol- 
lection Mr. Parreli negiccted, at first, 
to give you apy assistence, and did 
not do so until he had seen letters from 
myself to another person pointing out that your 
services in the past as intermeaiary between him- 
self and the liberal party had been of real advan- 
tage to both, and that auch services continue 
equally necessary if it was desired to maintain 
any kind of friendly retations between the Irish 
nationalists and the liberal party. Respecting 
Galway, I find that I wrote you to the same effect 
in January, 1886, which letter I authorize you to 
publish, if you think it useful. This correspond- 
ence ought to afford sufficient evidence that no 
such complicity existed as your traducer has been 
base enough to insinuate. 

The letter from Chamberlain is marked 
“private,” and is dated January 22, issu. It 


Says: 
ANOTHER EXTRACT. 

In the present candition of Irish affairs, it is 
more than ever unfortunate that you have not 
found a seat. Is there any chance of your stand- 
ing for one of those now vacant in Ireland? 
Surely there must be interest in the Irish party to 
keep.open the channels of communication with 
the liberal leaders. If any possible co-operation 
is expected, it is clear that a great deal of prelim- 
inary talk must be had, and I doubt if any liberal 
leader is at present in direct or indirect commu- 
nication with Lrish representatives. Certainly, I 
find myself very much in the dark respecting 
their intentions and wishes. Cannot you get 
Parnell’s exequatur for one of the vacant seats? 
lt is really the least he can do for you after all 
you have done for him.

POSSIBLE TROUBLE FOR CHICAGOANS. 


People in Texas Who Claim Title to $20,- 
000,000 Worth of the Town. 

San AntTONIO, Lex., December 28.—A very 
important legal case has come to light in this 
city, in which the right and title to a large por- 
tion of the city of Chicago, in the vicinity of 
Hennepin park, is questioned and claimed by 
heirs in Texas. Robert L. Summerlin, an 
attorney in this city, has worked up the case, 
aud has fixed upon the heirs to the property as 
follows: Bruno and Horatio Durst, of Leon 
county; John Durst, of Tyler; J. W. Blake 
and Hattie Moss, of Limestone county; John 
DD. Durst, of Kimball county; Simon and 
Ella Bateman, of Leon county; J. A.and 
Louis Hodkins, of Dallas county, and James 
I. Irion. N 

The history dates back to the time when the 
Pottawatomie Indians owned the present site 
of Chicago. A Colonel Holliday, stationed at 
Fort Dearborn, married an old chief’s daugh- 
ter, who was dof much of this land. 
This Indian wife survived long enough to wiil 


‘the “gy ped to a granddaughter, wife of Colo- 


nel N. Guisette, a prominent banker of Corpus 
Christi. This heir died in 1864 without issue. 
This property had been in the hands of the at- 
torneys. who, during the late war, tangled the 
titles and sold the property for taxes. 

Recently, however, Attorney Summerlin 
learned of another brangh of the family, and 
has located the heirsas above. The chain of 
evidence is perfect, and already attorneys in 
Chicago have been heard from who are willing 
to compromise liberally for clients. Mr. Sum- 
merlin is armed with full powers of attorney 
from every heir, and he will leave December 
25th for Chicago to push the claim of his cli- 
ents. This property is very valuable,and will 
approach nearly $26,000,000. The story is quite 
romantic in its details, and it has taken more 
than a year’s work tocomplete the chain of 
evidence.

MR. O’BRIEN TALKS. 

Paris, December 28.—William O’Brien 
spent the entire day at the residence of his 
father-in-law, Herman Raffalovitch, on the 
avenue du Trocadero. With him was T. F. 
Gill, and they were busy considering an enor- 
mous quantity of correspondence that had ac- 
cumulated here awaiting their arrival. A re- 
porter was admitted to see them, and Mr. 


O’ Brien said: 

“There is absolutely nothing of any interest 
I can communicate to you, excepting that Mr. 
Parnell will come to Paris for an interview 
with me. I prefer not to say at present what 
I think of the outceme of that interview, but 
I will say that if any understanding is reached 
between Mr. Parnell and me it will be within 
the next week. Further than this I do not 
care to go.” 

There has been no communication today be- 
tween Messrs. O’Brien and Gill and the other 
Irish representatives here. 

MADAME RAFFALOVITCH TALKS. 

In an interview today with a reporter Mme. 
Raffaloviteh, the mother-in-law to William 
O’Brien, said: ‘‘Mr. O’Brien expected to re-

A PECULIAR RELIGIOUS FRENZY. 


Barbara Pfister Horribly Matilates Herself 
to Illustrate Christ’s Crucifixion. 

BERLIN, December 25.—The village of Wat- 
tenheim, in Rhineland, is undergoing consid- 
erable excitement over a peculiar case of fe- 
ligious frenzy that occurred there today. Bar- 
bara Pfister, an unmarried woman, twenty- 
three years of age, horribly mutilated herself 
and then appeared before a large number of 
people who had assembled at her home to par- 
ticipate in a religious ceremony. 

She presented a frightful appearance, being 
wounded in several places, from which the 
blood oozed in a sickening manner. Her hands 
and feet and herhead were gashed, and there 
were several woundsin the neighborhood of 
her heart. Standing before the terror-stricken 
assembly she exhibited her bleeding wounds 
and ciaimed that they were a wonderful ex- 
alwple of the crucifixion of Christ. 

As soon as the authorities heard of it the 
wowan was immediately arrested and taken to 
the jaiJ, in order that the district physician 
injght have an opportunity of making an ex- 
amination of her. The wounds are on the in- 
ner and outer sides of her bands, as well as on 
her wrists, and there are small onesaround her 
feet. There is a square cut on her forehead, 
and at the back of her head, under the hair, 
there arc several bleeding eruptions. 

The woman, at the time she was arrested, 
Was surrounded by over a hundred peasants, 
who had crowded around her and were taking 
money and food to her. Thee gendarmes who 
were sent to take her to the jail were obliged 
to sorce their way to the bed with drawn 
swords in order to get through the crowd of ad- 
miring and awe-struck spectators.

PADLEWSKI, THE MURDERER. 


The S‘ayer cf General Seliverskoff Be 
lieved te be in New York; : 

New Yorx, December 28.—The San says if 
Padiewski, the nililist slayer of General Seli- 
verskoff, in Paris, has taken refuge in this 
city, he is not easily to be found here. It 
cannot be ascertained that he has made him- 
self known to any of his fellow nihilists who 
have taken their abode among us. They all 
profess to be in ignorance of .lis whereabouts, 
and allege that they have no information of 
his having come to this country. Itis possi- 
ble that their allegations are true, and yet, for 
all that, he may be here. 

There is a question among the nihilists 
whether the American government would 
send Padlewski back to Russia for execution 
if he should be arrested here. The French 
government has shown its determination to 
deliver him into the hands of the ezar if he 
were found in France, and thermsis no doubt 
that other European governments wonld take 
the same course. Lut the nihilistsin New York 
hold that his extradition from this country 
eonld not be accomplished without much 
difficulty. The state department would 
aut cautiously in deabng with 
his case, which might, in fact, be carried 
before a federal court, where there would be 
trouble in identifying him as the actual per- 
petrator of the deed with which he is charged. 
The nihilists say thatif he were really the 
guilty party his offense was of a politica! na- 
ture, an act of vengeance upon an official who 
had doomed thousands of their people to death 
and exile without trial and without being per- 
initted to exercise the right of self-defense. 

There are Russian secret agents here who 
are on the outiook for Padlewski, whom the 
ezar’s government is resolved upon securing at 
any cost. They keep watch on the steamers 
that arrive at this port; he may be aboard of 
some one ofthem as acabin passenger or iu 
the steerage. They scan the faces of the 
immigrants on both sides, for he may 

in feminine garb, which are 
constautiv passing through the barge 
office. . They strive to get any kind of a hint 
from the nihilists into whee circles they can 
penetrate, and they pursue their search in 
every quarter which offers the least promise 
of success. Itis probable that they have aid 
from American detectives, and that members 
of the Pinkerton force are assisting in the

Padlewski escaped detection in Russia while 
carrying on nihilist operations there. He 
evaded the vigilance of the French secret ser- 
vice, after slaying General Selverskoff in 
Paris. He got out of France in ways unknown, 
and when he reached England, if he really 
went there, the sharpest Englishmen 
catchers failed to get sight of him. If 
heis in New York he may appear as a distin- 
guished promenader on Broadway, and a swell 
atthe hotels, or he may secure safety under 
the garbof a peddiler, living in any of the 
densely peopled tenements on the cast or west 
side of the city, or in the heart of the town.

4 MAN STABS HIS 
DEATH 


AND MORTALLY WOUNDS HIS SON. 


His Daughters Make Their Escape to the 
Weoedshed and Save Their Lives. 
General Criminal News. 


Sr. Paut, December 28.—A Pioner Press 
special from Fergus Falis,, Minn., says that 
Henry Reher, who lives fifteen miles west of 
Fergus Falls, went home last night from Eliz- 
abeth, where he runs a shoe shop, and after 
some pleusantry about Christmas presents, 
drew two self-cocking revolvers and began 
shooting at his wife, son and daughters. 

WITH KNIFE AND PISTOL. 

He hit his son twice in the arm and stabbed 
him inthe back with a carving knife as he 
was trying toescape from the house. The 
light went outin the midst of the shooting 
and the three daughters got outside and hid 
themselves, one of-them with a bullet wound 
in her shoulder. Then he turned on 
his wife and stabbed her repeatedly 
with a knife. Afterwards he went in search 
of his daughters, and not finding them, came 
back to the house. His wife had crawled 
away, but he followed her and stabbed hes 
again and again. 

HE HANGS HIMSELF. 

Finally he returned to the house and hanged 
himse!f to a beam, at the same time putting a 
bulletinto his head. His son managed to 
get to a neighbor’s house, two miles away, and 
gave the alarm. When the neighbors‘ arrived 
they found Reher dead, his wife just dying, 
and the three daughters still hiding. Henry 
Reher, his son, will probably die from his 
wounds and the loss of blood. 

The family has some property, but they area 
rough lot. The son has served a term in the 
state prison for horse stealing, and the girls do 
not bear enviable reputations. The family 
bad numerous quarrels, and Reher went away 
a few weeks ago with the intention of not 
coming back. He was perfectly 
sober at the time of the murder, and 
nobody can tell what his object was, unless it 
was simply a fitof desperation or frenzy. He 
went home with the intention of doing the 
deed, because he took with him from Eliza~ 
beth the rope with which he hanged hismeelf, 
three revolvers anda butcher knife. No in- 
quest will be held.

Drinking water is, therefore, not the demand of 
this city. It is river water—an ever-fowing, ever- 
rolling and irresistibie current to sweep away all 
fiith and supply motive power for every enterprise. 
The future of this city is involved in its manu- 
facturing interests, and these must necessurily be 
limited 1m number and greatly curtailed in capac- 
ity without an abundant water supply. The Gate 
City is only in its infancy—a vigorous and healthy 
intancy—and with wise management and judicious 
cure it wiil one day attain to un astounding man- 
hood and be crowned king among southern cities.

Let us give Joyner all the water he wants, mul- 
tiply his plugs, increa-e his hose and engines, 
reduce fire insurance and let the city grow. 

We cannot overestimate the importance of this 
matter to Atlanta. A dozen new railroads would 
not be wortu halfso wuch to the future and per- 
munent prosperity of the place. 

Let us vow all the bonds necessary for this 
great work. It is a talse sentiment which shrinks 
irom fastening a debt upon posterity. Coming 
generations will have more money than we havie— 
more conveniences, more learning, more luxuries 
and more enjoyments. They will have all the 
benefits of the world’s prugress and 
ot corporate and individual accumulations, znd 
we only lay the foundations for greater 
prosperity for our successors by building and im- 
proving our homes and cities.

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Something About Royal Maywood, a Cele-. 


‘  Dprated California Miner—The Murder, 


and Capture of the Murderer. 


From The Philadelphia Times. ’ 

The friends of Royal Maywood will learn 
with regret of his death, which occurred in 
Paris on November 3d of this year. He had a 
strange, eventful career. This city was his 
birthplace, and in 1850, atthe age of twenty, 
he left home for California. His life hence- 
forth was associated with all that was wiid 
and curious in the society of the early miners. 

In 1852 the \mining camps on the Sacra- 
mento were filled with lawless characters and 
Maywood organized and headed the first. vig- 
ilance committee on the coast. He was 
elected sheriff of Calaveras.county and was 
the principal actorin the trialof Tom Bran- 
non, a curious episode in the early history of 
California. 

In 1854 Maywood and a party of friends were 

rospecting in aguich running down to #éhe 
Sacramento river, and made arich find. In 
two weeks a camp was organized with some 
400 miners, and the gulch for twenty miles 
laid off in claims. Among the new comers | 
was an Irishman named Tom Brannon and 
with him a wife—the first woman that had - 
come to any camp east of San Franciseo. ‘he. 
couple were made welcome andall hands went 
to work and built thein a log house. 

Brannon opened a saloon and prospered, He 
was a jovial landlord whose custom it was to 
give every one of his patrons his morning 
cocktail he nothing, and he became. quite 
poeeeee. His wife had but little to say, but 
t was known that her temper was awful, and 
she drank much. . 

A MURDER IN CAMP. 

Some of the men speedily accumulated little 
fortunes in dust—a Scotchman named Moftit 
had made up his mind to start for the coast. 
with his pile, valued at $10,000. The day be- 
fore he was to leave a hunter found his dead 
body no* 400 yards away from his cabin, and 
his dust was gone. There was terrible excite- 
ment; a murdererin camp,and no one’s life was 
safe. 


man came into camp and announced that Dr, 
Heilbrun was missing, and that there were 
blood stains on his cabin tloor. The doctor 
was a learned German of middle age, who was 
not only the sole pnysician within a 100 miles, 
but a skilled assayer and a man of good char- 
acter, and much respected. 

Maywood was asked to take charge of the 
case. He chose a shrewd yankee named Peck, 
brother to the now governor of Wisconsin, and 
an old mountain hunter named Myers, who 
had a Ute Indian follower. At the -doctor’s 
cabin they found that a body had been dragged 
out through the door, as there was blood on 
the threshold. 
dence of robbery having been committed. 

Myers and his Indian quickly struck the 
trail. The broken brush showed where the 
body had been dragged, and the Ute pointed 
out, on a bank of clay, the tracks of two per- 
sons. Then a discovery was made. Myers 
measured the tracks and said: ‘Look yer, 
men, one of the fellows has no toes on one 
foot.”” They pushed ahead and found the 
body in a sinkhole, covered by a large rock 
which had been rolled on it. : 

The body was brought to the surface. It 
was crashed and mangled beyond recognition. 
Peck at once startled the others by saying: 
‘*This isn’t the doctor—it is a taller man—and 
his dress is different.’””’ The majority thought 
Peck was wrong. Maywood and his posse ex- 
amined the ground, The tracks showed that 
it was the left foot that Jacked the toes—and a 
strip of red woolen, evidently part of a shaw],’ 
was found clinging toa bush. All signs ceased 
when they reached the road. 

THE DOCTOR TURNS UP. Bote. 

While looking around a horse’s gallop was 
heard, and in a few minutes Dr. Heilbrun rode 


up.

Next day was devoted toastill hunt and 
examination of all the hard characters about 
the camp, but no conclusion was reached, and 
about nightfall the three whites rode off to 
Brannon’s saloon to geta drink. As they got’ 
there a aoor opened and a man was violently 
ejected. Brannon followed him kicking and 
beating him. 

He was a little Englishman named Jackson. 
He was beside himself with rage, and yelled 
out that he wouid let the people know what 
Brannen was, ‘tan escaped convict and mur- 
derer, and his wife no better.’’ 

‘“‘Hold on, Jackson, whatis the matter?” 
said Maywood. 

“Mr. Maywood, you area gentleman, and I 
can talk to you. I will get even with Tom 
Brannon. He escaped from the chaingang 
at Habarttown, and he has been in more than 
one murder. He was one of O’Donahue’s 
bushrangers, and got his toes shot.off when thé 
police broke up the gang.”’ 

‘Toes shot off; indeed, which foot ?”’ 

“The left; don’t you see how he limps, and 
his woman is a devil.”’ 

The three men walked into the saloon. 
Brannon received them: with his usual 
civility. : 

“Well, Tom, how’s your wife? 
sew this strap for me?’’ said Maywood. 

“Well, she’s alittle under the influence; 
but she’ll be proud to serve yon, sir,” an- 
swered Brannon. 

The party pushed by him into the back room, 
and there sat the woman, very drunk. <A red 
shawi was tied around her shoulders, and ina 
oe Maywood fitted his piece tothe torn 
end.

“Brannon, we want you,” said Maywood, 
‘‘for murder."’ Tom made an attempt to draw 
his knife, but was seized and tied. In twent 
minutes there were 100 men on the erourd: 
Dr. Heilbrun was sent for and tlre house 
searched. 

The murdered man’s watch and a heavy 
gold ring were found, and a pair of silver- 
mounted derringers, known to belong to 
Mofit. A jury was chosen, and hardly had 
they taken their seats in the barroom when 
further investigation was made unnecessary,’ 
for the woman, with a volley of oaths, declared’ 
she would tel! the whole story. 


She had assisted ber husbandin carrying the’ 


body of Heiibrun away, and she also got Moftit 
ont of his cabin by a pretence. He was struck 
down by the husband. ' 
No time was lost, a rope was made’ 
fast to a pine tree limbin front of the tavern 
door, and Brannon, cursing his wife, was 
placed on a horse, the loop fastened around his 
neck, the horse started and the murderer’s life 
ended. 

The tavern and goods were put up at auction 
and brought $1,200. With thi-,and mounted 


on a mule, the wife started over the range and ‘

was never heard of again. 

After many adventures Maywood went to 
Mexico and wasthe pioneer in the mining 
boom there, and made a iarge fortune, which 
he augmented by marrying a niece of Pres:dent 
Diaz. Forihe last four years he lived in» 
Paris. He leaves no relations in this city.

‘McLane, Captain Thomas S. Smyth command- 
ing, and brought to this port for adjudication. 
The strategy and foresightofa plucky young 
Philade!phian, Lieutenant Presto H. U berroth, 
who intercepted the crew off Sanibel Island, 
brought the offenders to trial, : 
Reports of a large increase in illicit trade 


‘between the West Indies and the United 
‘States have from time to time reached the eats 


of the officials at Washington since the passage 


‘by eongress of the: McKiuley bill. Therefore 


the revenue steamer McLane was fitted ont 
and given sealed orders tocruise diligently: in 
the gulf in search of depredating vessels. Vessels 
of a suspicous character had been frequently 


sighted off Sanibel,Island, but never had been 
‘intercepted in their unlawfui trattic. This free- 


dom from capture was mainly due to the ex- 
treme artfulness of the smuggier captains, and 


‘the tricks of the inhabitants of Sanibel Island, 


who are snpposed to be aiders and abettors of 
the smugglers. : 
A BLACK SLOOP APPEARS. 

The McLane, after sailing from Key West 
on the 16th instant, with Special Agent Wil- 
liams aboard, encountered heavy weather 
during the night and put into Punta 
Rossa for a harbor. 
storin 
an arined crew under the command of Lieu- 
tenant Uberroth, was dispatched to the inlets 
and shallow streams about Sanibel. 
sinall black sioop was seen in the distance 
working in toward land. Lieutenant Uberroth 
concealed his:crew in the lee of the island and 
patiently awaited the advent of the biack 
sloop. Within an hour the sioop had reached 
the entrance of the harbor. The revenue boat 
once put off for her. 

Upon being discovered the captain of the 


‘sloop, in the twinkling of an eye, put his he!m 


up, and went sailing oif before the wind. In 
his excitement, however, he bad missed his 
bearings, andin a few moments his vessel 
struck the shoal water and ran high and dry 


-upona reef. Lieutenant Uberroth and his 


crew were soon alongside. the biack sloop, but 
after a thorough search of her cargo 
and: an examination of her documents 
found nothing that would excite sus- 
picion, although it had been  pre- 
vionsiy reported that a small biack sloop 
had left Key West to assist in loading a cargo 
of smuggled goods on board a vessel hovering 
about Sanibel. The captain of the sloop ap- 

eared somewhat reticent and contrad.ctory 
in hisanswers to the questions put to him by 
the young lieutenant. This aroused the 
otticer’s suspicion, and he determined to stay 
by the sloop until he couid ascertain by some 
means her errand in these shailow 
waters. A paper resembling a receipted 
bili was finally discovered among the papers 
produced by the captain of the sloop. it was 
dated Sanibel, December 16th, and was a bill 
for a large amount of new tobacco and cigar- 
eties. As these articles are not for salé on the 
island it became at once evident that the sloop 
had been trading with some vessel near the 
coast, especially as the paper wass gned by 
“Julian Perez,” and marked ‘‘duplicate.”’ 

A SPANISH DESPERADO. 

Julian Perez is: well known in Spanish 
waters, and isa desperado and lawless man. 
He has been master of numerous vessels en- 
gaged in the smuggling business, and although 
often seen on our coast, has by his shrewdness 
detied the authorities and escaped 
thein when at times his capture 
seemed certain. Capracino, as the master 
of the black sloop is named, appeared very 
much agitaied and uneasy upon the discovery 
of the paper, and at once wished to 
prove his innocence of any intention to 
smuggle. Lieutenant Uberroth, believing that 


r by intimidating him he would reveal the 


whereabouts-of Julian Perez, told Capracino 
that he«would be put under a#rest and sent to 
Key West for trial. At this he began to p ead 
piteously, declaring that he had nothing 
whatever to do with the transportation of 
goods to the mainland, but that Julian Perez, 
whose vessé] now lay at anchor one mile from 
the south pointof Sanibel, had tried toem- 
ploy him to iand a cargooff Bowditch’s Point. 
IN QUEST OF THE PIRATES. 

Lieutenant Uberroth had heard enough. 
Without a moment’s delay he put off for the 
‘‘pirate’s”’ hiding place. The gale had in- 
creased, and, tinding that his six-oared boat 
made but little headway, signaled the McLane 
to take him on board. Captain Smith, upon 
hearing the heutenarit’s report, put to sea with 
the greatest possible dispatch, and, upon 
rounding the south end of Sanibel island, de- 
scried a schooner five miles away. 
Upon coming up with her she proved 
to be the Angelica. Lieutenant Uber- 
roth, with his armed crew, put off for 
her. Upon reaching her deck, a man jumped 
into thé rigging and displayéd the Spanish flag. 

The taptain, upon the demand for his sailing 
papers; gave the oflicer a grocery bill and said 
he had no other. When asked if he was Julian 
Perez, he answered in the negative. The ves- 
sel had evidently landed her cargo, for nothing 
contraband coui¢@ be found aboard. She was in 
ballast with a goodly supply of sea-stores. 
Having no man fest ciearance and register, the 
captatn was intormed that he was under ar-est, 
and that his vessel would be seized and taken 
to Key West. 

He declared he wonld rather die than 
submit to capture, Captain Smyth, turning 
to his men, called for a volunteer officer to 
take the vessel with her crew to Key West. 
Lieugenant Uberroth promptly responded. 
Picking his men from the cutter’s crew, all 
well-armed, the lieutenant took command of 
thea ginuggler. As the smuggler captain con- 


tinued to use the most abusive and threaten- 


ing language, even going so far as to urge the 

revenue crew to mutiny against the'r 

officers and ‘turn pirates, it was deemed 

advisable to take the’ menacing captain 

off to the cutter,where he was retained for safe 

keeping. 
‘ THE CAPTURED SCHOONER. 

The next morning at daybreak the schooner 
got under way and sailed to Key West, a dis- 
tance of 150 miles. Upon arrival here she was 
made fastto the governmen: wharf, and Lieu- 
tenant Uberroth was relieved by the arrival 
of the customsinspector. The vessel is still 
here, and no doubt will be disposed of in ac. 
cordance with law, the penalty being cenfis- 
cation of the vessel and fine and imprisonment 
‘of captain and crew. 

Lieutenant Prestun H. Uberroth was born in 
‘Bethiehem, Penn.g in 1861, and has always 
been a resident of that state. During the past 
twenty years of his life he has lived in Phila- 
delphia, where at present his family resites.

Of course the 
children had no reply to make, but remained 
sitting where they were before the approach 
of the negro. 

The darky seemed troubled at receiving no 
reply, but walked off some distance and then 
sat down on a crosstie. Ina few minutes he 
walked back where the.children were sitting, 
and with his finger beckoned the oldest girl to 
come to him, stating that if she was afraid to 
come alone, she might allow her little brother 
to escort her. 

At this the children became frightened and 
ran for the:r lives. The negro, carrying a 
breech-loading shotgun, ‘followed ciosely 
hind them. Seeing that he could not accom- 

lish what he intended, he onened fire on the 
innocent little ones, the shots taking effect in 
one of the young iadies’ arins, another in the 
thigh of one of the boys, and’ another passed 
through the crown of the hat of the other little 
fellow. Neither shotis of a serious nature, 
but they are somewhat painful 

The young iady whom the negro beckoned 
to him is about fifteen years of age, and is 
highly respected and esteemed in the com- 
munity in which she lives. 

The people of that section are justly indig- 
nant at the negro’s conduct, and it was only 
through the caution of the officers that he was 
prevented from stretching a repe. 

W. H. Stinson, the negro, is now in Irwin- 
ton’s jail, and will here remain, unless other- 
wise ordered, until the spring term of the 
superior court, when justice will be meted out 
to him according to his deeds and dues.

JUBILEE. 


Ohrist’s Cradle as Wonderful as His Cross. 
' The Journey of the Wise Men—De- 
- cember’s Important Eveuts. 


Brook.yn, N. Y., December 28.—[Special.] 
Dr. Talmage’s sermon today was appropriate 
tothe season. Its subject was the Christmas 
Jubilee. A crowd which tilled the Academy 
of Music in every part listened to it in the 
morning. and another enormous audience 
thronged the New York Academy of Music to. 
hear it in the evening, when the doctor 
preached ander the auspices of The Christian 
Heraid. His toxt was Luke u, 15, “Let us 
now goeven unto Bethlehem.” 

Amid a thousand mercies we give each other 
holiday congratulations. By long established 
cusiol we exnort cach other to healthful mer- 
riment. By gift, by Cifristmas trees which 
blossom and fruit in one night, by early morn- 
ing surprse, by clusters of lighted candles, by 
chiidren’s procession, by sound of instruments 
sometimes more Diatant than musical, we wake 
up the night and prolong the day. I wish you 
all in the grandest, noblest and best sense, a 
merry Chris.mas. The event commemorated 
is the giaddest of the centuries. Christ’s cradle 
was as wouderful as his cross. Persuade me 
of tlhe tirst and Lam notsurprised at the last. 
The door by which he entered was as tremen- 
dows as the door by which he went out. 

I was last winter at the house where Jesus 
lived while he wasin Africa. It wasin Cairo, 
Exzvpt, the terminus of that terrible journey 
which he took when Joseph and Mary fled 
witl him from Bethlehem to Egypt to escape 
the massacreof Herod. All tradition as well 
as ali history point out this house in Cairo as 
the one in which these three fugitives lived 
while in Africa. The room is nine steps down 
from the jevel of the street. I measured the 
roou and found it 20 feet long and 74 feet high. 

‘here are three shelvings of rock, one of 
which I think was the cradle of our Lord. 
Tiere isne window and ali the light must 
have come from lantern or candle. The three 
arrived lierc from Bethlehem, having crossed 
the awful desert. 

On the Mediterranean steamer going from 
Athens to Alexandria. I met the eminent 
scholar and theologian, Dr. Lansing, who for 
thirty-five years has been a_ resident of Cairo, 
and he told me that he had been all over the 
read that the three fugitives took from Bethle- 
hem to Egypt. He says it is a desert 
way and that the forced journey of 
the infant Christ must have been a 
terrible journey. Going up from Egypt, 
Dr. Lansing met people from Bethlehem, 
their tongues swollen and hanging out from 
the intlammation of thirst, and although his 
party had but one goat skin of water left. and 
that Was iinportant for themselves, he was so 
moved with the spectacle of thirst in these 
poor pilgrims that, though it excited the in- 
dignation of his fellow-travelers, he gave water 
tothe strangers. Over this dreadful route 
Joseph and Mary started for this land of 
Egypt. Notime to make much preparation. 
Herod was after them, and what were these 

easants before an irate king? Joseph, the 
Rabaail and f@ther. one night sprang up from 
his inattress in great alarm, the beads of sweat 
on his forehe id, and his whole fraine quaking. 
He had dreamed of inassacres of his wife and 
babe. They must be off, that night, right 
away. Mary put up a few things hastily, and 
Joseph brought to the door the beast of burden, 
and helped his wife and child to mount. 
Why, those loaves of bread are not enough, 
those bottles of water will not iast for such a 
long way. Butthere is no time to get any- 
thing more. Out and on. Good-bye to the 
dear home they expect never again to see. 
Their hearts break. It does not need that ours 
be a big house in order to make us sorry to 
leave it. 

Uver the hills and down through the deep 
gorge they urge their way. By Hebron, by 
Guza, through hot sani, under a blisterinz 
sun, the babe crying, the mother faint, the 

ted.. How s:qwly.the days and 
fli the weary three éver reach 
Will théy ever see 
Cairo? Will the desert ever end? When at 
jast they cross the line beyond which old 
Herod has no right to pursue, their joy is un- 
bounded. Free at last. Let them dismount 
and rest. Now they resume their way with 
less anxiety. They will find a place some- 
where for shelter and the earning of 
the r bread. Here they are at Cairo, Egypt. 

They wind .hrowgh the crvoked streets which 
are about ten feet wide, and enter the humble 
house where I have been today. But the 
terminus of the journey of these three fugi- 
tives was not as hunible as their starting point 
at Bethlehem. If that journey across the 
desert ended in a cellar, it started from a barn. 
In and around that barn in Bethlehem we 
tarry today. 

Everything humble around the barn, but 
everything glorious overhead. Christ’s ad- 
vent was in tie hosteiry ecaiied the house of 
Chim Hain; the night with d:amonded tinger 
pointing down to the place; the door of heaven 
sei wide open to look out; from orchestral 
batons of light dripping the oratorios of the 
Messiah; on jowest doorstep of heaven the 
minstrels of God discoursing of glory and good 
will, Soon after the white-bearded asirologists 
kneel, and from leathern pouch chink the 
sheke.s, and from open sacks exhailes the frank- 
incense and rust:e out the bundles of myrrh. 
The ‘oosened star: the escavec doxo!lozy of ce- 
lestials; the chill December night aftlush with 
May morn; our world a iost star, and another 
siar rushing down the sky that nigh. to beckon 
the wanderer hume again, shall yet make all 
nations keep Christmas. 

Are there no new lessons from the story not 
yet hackneyed by oft repeatal? Oh, yes. 
Kinow,in the iirst place, itwas a siderial ap- 
pearance that ied the way. Why nota biack 
cloud in the shape of @ land or tinger pointing 
down to the sacred birihplace? A cloud 
means trouble, and the worid had had trouble 
enough. Why not a shaft of lightning quiver- 
ing and flashing and striking down to the 
sacred brihp.ace? Lighining: means destruc- 
tiou, a shattering and consuming power, and 
the world wanted bo inore destruction. 

Bunt it was a star, and that means joy, that 
macans hope, that means good cheer, that means 
ascendeney. A star: -That means creative 
power, for did not the morning stars sing to- 
gether when the portfolio of the worlds was 
opened? Astar! Tiiat means defense, for did 
not the stars fight in their conrses against Sis- 
era and for the Lord’s peop.e? Astar! That 
sneans brilliant continuance, for are not the 
righteous to shine as the stars furever and ever? 

star! That-uneans the opening of eternal joy. 

he day star in the heart. The morning star 
the Redeemer. 

The unusual appearance that night may 
have been a strange conjunction of worlds. As 
the transit of Venus in our tine was foretold 
many years ago by astronomers, and astrono- 
mers can tell what will be the conjunction of 
worlds 4 thousand years from now, 80 they can 
calculate backward; and even infidel astrono- 
mers have been compelled to testify that about 
the year one there was a@ very unusual ap- 
pearance in the heavens. The Chinese record, 
of course entirely independent of the Word of 
God, gives asa matter of history that about 
the year one there was a strange ‘and unac- 
couniable appearance in the heavens. 

But it nay have been a meteor sueh as you 
and I have seen flash across the horizon. I

Now you know that however grand the 
instrument may be, if there be one key out of 
order, it spoils the harmony. And Christ must 
mend this key. He mustrestore this broken 
stop. You know with what bleeding hand,and 
with what pierced side, and with what crushed 
foot, he did the work. But the worid shal! be 
attuned, and ail worlds will yet be accordant. 
Isle of Wight larger in comparison with the 
British empire than ourisland of a world as 
compared with Christ’s vast domain. If not, 
why that celestial escort? If not, why that 
sentinel, with blazing badge above the carn- 
vansary?

We say they were 
the magi, or they were the alchemists, or they 
were the astroiogists, and we say it with de- 
preciating accentuation. Why, they were the 
most splendid and magnificent men of the 
century. They were the naturalists and the 
scientists. They knew a.l that was known. 
You must remember that astrology was the 
mother of astronomy, and that aichemy was 
tho mother of chemistry, and because children 
are brighter than the mother you do not de- 
spise the mother. 

it was the iife.ong business of these astrolo- 
gers to study the stars. Twenty-two hundred 
and fifty years betore Christ was born the wise 
men knew the procession of the equinoxes, and 
they had calculated the orbit and the return of 
the comets. Professor Smith declares that he 
thinks they understood the distance of the sun 
from the earth. We ftindin the book of Job 
that the men of olden time did not suppose 
the world was flat as some have said, but that 
he knew and the men of his time knew the 
world was globuiar. The pyramids were 
built for astrological and astronomical! study. 
Then, the alchemists spent their lives in the 
study of metals and gases and liquids and 
solids, and in filling the world’s library with 
their wonderful discoveries. There were 
vastly wise men who came from the east, 
and tradition says the three ‘wisest came, 
Caspar, 2 voung man; Balthazar, a man in 
mid-life, and Melchior, an octogenarian. The 
three wisest menof all thecentury, They 
came to the manger. 

So it has always been—the wisest men 
come to Christ, the brainiest men coine to the 
manger. Who was the greatest metaphysician 
this country ever has produced? Jona- 
than Edwards, the Christ.an. Who was 
the greatest astronomer of the world? 
Hersehel, the Christian. Who was the 
greatest poet ever produced? John Milton, 
the Christian. -Who was’ the wisest 
writer on law? Blackstone, the Christian. 
Why is it that every college and university in 
the land has a chapei? They must havea 
piace for the wise men to worship. Coime now, 
let us undersiand in ounces and by inches this 
whole matter. In post-inortem examination 
the brain of distinguished men has been ex- 
amined, and I will tind the largest, the 
heaviest, the mightiest brain ever produced in 
America, and I will ask what the brain 
thought of Christ. Here it is, the brain 
weighing sixtv-three ounces, the largest brain 
ever produced in Amer.ca. Now let me find 
Wiat that brain thought of Christ. In the 
dying moment, that man said: ‘Lord, I be- 
heve, help thou mine unbeiief. Whatever 
eise I do, Almighty God, receive meto thy- 
se!f for Christ’s sake. This night I shal! be in 
hight and joy and biessedness.’’ So Danie! 
Websier came tothe manger. The wise men 
of the east foliowed by the wise men of the 
west. 

Know also in this scene that it was a winter 
month that God chose for his Son’s nativity. 
Had it been the month of May—that is the sea- 
son of biossoms; had be been born in the month 
of June—tiiatis the season of roses; had tie 
been born in the mouth of July—that is the 
season of great harvests; had he been born in 
the month of September—that is the season of 
ripe orchards; had he been born in the month 
of Ociober—that is the seasov of upholstered 
forests—but he was born in a winter month. 

It was in closing December that he was born 
to show that this is a Christ for peopie in sharp 
biast, for people under clouded sky, for people 
with frosied hopes, for peopic with thermoime- 
ter beiow zero. Thatis the reason he is so 
often found among the destitute. You can 
find him on any night coming off the moors. 
You can see biw any night coming through the 
dark lanes of the city. Youcan see lim putting 
his hand under the fainting head in the pau- 
per’scabin. He remembers how the wind 
whistled around the caravansaryin Betlhlehein 
that December night, and he is in sympathy 
with all those whoin their poverty hear the 
shutters ciatteron a cold night. 

It was this December Christ that Washing- 
tou and his army worshiped at Valiey Forge 
when, without blankets, they lay down in the 
Dece:inber snow. It was this Christ that. the 
Pilyrim Fathers appeaied to when the May- 
tlower wharfed at Piymouth Rock, and in the 
years that went by, the graves digged were 
more in number than the houses buiit. Oh, I 
tell you, we want a December Christ, not a 
Christ for fair weather, but a Chmst for dark

Not a springtime Clirist, not a summer Christ, 
not an autuinnal Christ, buta winter Christ.

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Voters and Non-Voters. 

We observe that Editor Halstead,the Ohio 
exile, who is editing a country paper in 
Brooklyn, is not as vociferously picturesque 
in his remarks as he was when he first seized 
hold of one of the rudders of public opinion in 
the suburbs of the metropolis. His back is no 
longer bowed like that of the angry Thomas 
rat, nor do his bristles continue to point 
skyward. In other words, Editor Halstead 
has perceptibly toned down and his western 
woolliness has been smoothed out as it 
were, 

Editor Halstead, it will be remembered, is 
one of theauthors of the ingenious theory 
that all the negro voters are republicans who 
are itching and aching to vote the repub- 
lican ticket; that when they do not choose 
to vote it is because they are bulldozed and 
intimidated; and that their failure to vote 
results in making one democratic vote in the 
south equal to seven or eight republican 
yotesinthe south. _ 

Editor Halstead has pushed this theory to 
the front with commendable enterprise, but 
he seems to have grown tired of it since he 
settled on the outskirts of the metropolis. 
In fact, it is a very dangerous theory for the 
republicans to handle. It is loaded to the 
muzzle, as the phrase goes,and thisi s proba- 
bly the reason why it is not more freely 
brought forward as one of the arguments in 
favor of the force bill. 

Nevertheless, the failure of the negroes to 
: vote,even when the southern whites are anx- 

us to have them do so,as in the recent elec- 
tion in South Carolina, isa sort of stum- 
bling block to both parties. The republicans, 
after the failure of the negro to assert his 
rights in South Carolina, where he would 
have been welcomed at the polls, appear to 
be in a state of bewilderment; but some of 
the southern democrats, recognizing the fact 
that the negro vote, active or silent, is the 
cause of al] the attacks made on the south, 
and a steady breeder of sectionalism, pro- 
prose to urge the repeal of the fifteenth 
amendment, leave the negroes without citi- 
genship, and give up the congressional rep- 
resentation based on the negro population. 

This is very foolish and very unsatisfac- 
tory. It is not inthe nature of a practical 
or practicable proposition, but is a mere 
makeshift of argument which amounts to 
mothing whatever. The republican party 
must be left to make the most of its colored 
elephant. It is responsible for the situation 
in which it finds itself, and it must take the 
consequences. When the so-called repub- 
‘lican statesmen, directly after the war, dis- 
franchised the whites and enfranchised the 
negroes, they did so for the purpose of per- 
petuating the power of their corrupt party. 

They beheld in the carpet-bag and sscala- 
wag experiment of government a beautiful 
rainbow of hope and promise, and they up- 
held the arrangement by means of the fed- 
eral bayonets. How long it lasted we all 
know. It was an experiment that had far- 
reaching consequences, for one of the re 
sults of it has been toblot out the repub- 
lican party in the southern states. The 
negro has not panned out as a voter. He 
flocked to the polls when the agentsof the 
Freedman’s Bureau had rations waiting for 
him and a brass band to play the quickstep. 
It was new and it was somewhat in the 
shape of afrolic; but the attraction has 
passed away. The negro has discovered 
that the government which is good enough 
for his white friends and neighbors is good 
enough for him, and he conducts himself ac- 
cordingly. 

As a remedy for this the republicans pro- 
pose the force bill, which is intended to 
suppress the white vote and count the negro 
vote whether it is castor not. Itis a des- 
perate remedy if it could be put in operation; 
but there’s therub. It may be passed, but 
it willfail to operate. It will cause bad 
blood; it will create confusion; it will put a 
sudden stop to the industrial development of 
the south; it will destroy the value of in- 
vestments, and it will be a very tough affair, 
mainly because it will compel our active 
citizens to drop business and give their time 
and attention to the heat and fury of those 
now and drastic political methods. But it 
will not pan out asthe republicans intend it 
shall. The negroes. will not vote, and the 
whites will continue to control. 

The suggestion that the negroes be dis- 

franchised is absurd. It is a propogjtion to get 
the republicans out of the hole in which they 
find themselves by crippling the south. Let 
the republicans find their own remedy. If 
there is to be any movement in the direction 
of curing the alleged evil of non-voting on 
the part of the people, let it cover the whole 
country. Ithas been suggested, and we 
think the suggestion a good one, that the 
basis of representation in all the states be 
the number of voters as counted in the last 
preceding generalelection. This would dis- 
franchise nobody and would not be sectional 
in its operations. In 1888 there were 4,774,- 
887 male persons of voting age who did not 
vote at all. Of these 2,920,343 were in re- 
publican states, and 1,854,142 in democratic 
states. This sort of thing would not suit 
the republican sectionalists, but it would be 
a perfectly fair method.

In cold type this has a startling appear- 
ance. But the bench law sprung upon us 
since the interstate commerce act, has grad- 
ually put this construction upon the consti- 
tution. It is dangerous ground, revolution- 
ary, in fact, and must be receded from, or, 
as The Republic says, it will force a constl- 
tutional convention. 


Penalties and Their Effect. 

The idea that severe penalties rigidly en- 
forced tend to diminish crime receives a set- 
back from some observations made by Mr. 
John Swinton on his recent visit to Edin- 
burgh. 

In the Scotch capital the arrests and con- 
victions are much smaller in number than in 
American cities of the same size. .Offenders 
who would be severely punished in New 
York are in Edinburgh discharged under 
bonds of good behavior, or sent to the re- 
formatory. When the offenses are very 
trivial the parties are generally acquitted. 

Under an intelligent and lenient adminis- 
tration of the laws the people of Edinburgh 
have gradually improved in morality. Only 
1,142 persons were arrested last year, and of 
these many were acquitted. There was not 
a murder case last year, and only two sus- 
pected murders. Of criminal assaults there 
were only 500. There were numerous petty 
thefts, but only two forgeries. ‘The number 
of arrests quoted does not include cases of 
drunkenness, for in Edinburgh drunkenness 
is not an offense. When a person is so drunk 
as to be incapable of locomotion he is taken 
up and cared for, and released as soon as he 
is sober. 

Mr. Swinton says that the best people of 
the city told him that a lenient administra- 
tion of the penal laws made better citizens. 
They argued that heavy penalties brutalized 
public sentiment, and cfeated an army of 
criminals. Under the Scotch system arrests, 
trials and decisions are speedy, but there is 
no disposition on the part of the courts to 
utterly crush an offender when there is any 
possible chance of reforming him. ‘There is 
no large city in the world with as clean a 
criminal record. When it is recollected that 
Edinburgh has a population of about 300,- 
000, this record speaks for itself. 


One of the Many. 

After enjoying for a few weeks the sensa- 
tion created by his book, ‘In Darkest 
England,’’ General Booth, of the Salvation 
Army, now finds a tremendous rumpus 
raised over the discovery that he is not the 
real author of the work. 

The London Times boldly charges that 
Booth not only did not write the book, but 
that he did not even contribute the facts 
and ideas init. His alleged scheme for the 
relief of the poor must be credited, not to 
him, but to one of his minor officers, Com- 
missioner Smith, who has just resigned his 
position. Smith wrote the volume, and 
Booth appropriated the credit, though he 
now claims that he supplied a professional 
writer with materfals for the work. — 

If this story is true, it will hurt General 
Booth. It is just as dishonest to pose before 
the public as the author of another man’s 
work, as it is to steal money. And yet it is 
done every day. It is so common that some 
very respectable persons do it without any 
sense of disgrace. Perhaps General Booth 
made the mistake of supposing that because 
others sailed under false colors, it would be 
all right for him to come out as a full- 
fledged pirate. It was very pleasant, no 
doubt, to be stared at as the writer of a book 
that was read all overthe world. It was 
sweet to be applauded as the man whose pen 
had shaken the foundations of society. 

It was fame, but it was fraudulent fame, 
and now that exposure has come, the 
great salvation leader must feel that his 
literary career has been only a bitter-sweet 
affair. 

Still, this vigorous reformer will fight 
hard to maintain his place asa leader. In 
this age of shams so many great leaders are 
such unmitigated shams themselves that 
people take such things as matters of course. 
Booth, no doubt, feels indignant. He is 
only one of many frauds, and he will resent 
being singled out for exposure and criti- 
cism. 

Let the general sink to his proper level, 
The world can do without him, and do with- 
out the whole dishonest brood of men who 
build up their fame-upon the work of others, 
claiming before the public the ideas and 
language of their more gifted fellows, 
These sneak thieves, who steal sermons, ar- 
ticles and books, or deliberately go to work 
to palm off weak imitations as original 
matter, cannot be exposed too early or too 
often. Let General Booth reap the conse- 
quences of his dishonest folly.

JONES FAMILY REUNITE. 


A Family of Methodist Ministers, Including 


the Original Samuel] Jones and His Fa- 
mous Grandson, in Cartersville. 


Rev. Samuel G. Jones, the patriarch, and 
Rev. Samuel P. Jones, the apostle, with two 
other ministers of the same family, and with 
about forty men, women and children, de- 
scendants of the old minister, enjoyed a rare 
family reunion at the residence of Rev. A. og 
Jones, in Cartersville, Christmas Day.

Rev. Samuel F. Jones, the patriarch of the 
family, is in his eighty-sixth year, and once 
every year the family assemble together and 
for a day enjoy themselves.

Virginia’s Debt. 
From The New Orleans Times-Democrat. 

It has been announced from Baltimore that the 
advisory board tor the settlement of the Virginia 
state debt has |just approved and recommended a 
plan for its adjustment. This board consists of 
Grover Cleveland, E. J. Phelps, late minister to 
England, ex-Senator Thomas Bayard and mem- 
bers of the banking houses of George 8. Coe & Co., 
and G. Williams & Son, large dealers in Virginia 
bonds. 

The bondholders are to surrender all obligations 
now heid by them and to receive in return a gross 
sum to be agreed on between the state and the 
committee, the state pledcing itself to set aside 
a fixed amount annually for interest. The money 
given by the state in settlement of the debt is to 
be subsequently apportioned among the different 
classes of creditors by a committee consisting of 
Messrs. McLane, ex-minister to France; Phelps, 
ex-minister to England, and two other persons to 
be appointed by the creditors. 

This looks like a genuine settlement of the vexed 
question of the Virginia debt. Itisto be hoped 
that it will meet with no hindrance or obstruction. 
All the other southern states have finally reached 
a settlement of some kind with their creditors, 
and Virginia needs it most of all. 

The Virginia debt question is a troublesome and 
difficult one, and has worried that state for years. 
Its settlement got into politics and split the dem- 
oeratic party on the question of readjustment. 
“The Old Dominion” drifted over to republicanism 
on the debt issue, and was subject to a republican 
administration for four years in consequence. 

Fortunately that split no longer figures in pol- 
itics, and Mahone’s power for evil is limited; but 
the debt question still remains unsettled, to the 
injary of the state.

A Viennese educational society has had the 
good idea to aska number of eminent men who 


have attained a “ripe old age” as to the best way 


to grow old. Fourteen men, whose combined 
ages amount to 1,160 years, have anstwered the 
questions put to them, and of these answers the 


most interesting are those supplied by Count 
Moitke.

TIGATES ITS STATUS, 


And His Investigations Lead to the Con- 
clusion that the Emigration Scheme 
Is Possibly a Stupendous Take-in. 


Is the United States and Congo National 
Emigration Steamship Company a fraud 7 

Is ita most stupendous swindle being per- 
petrated on the ignorant and gullible negroes 
of the south ? 

These are questions that have been pretty 
well settled, affirmatively, in the minds of the 
level-headed colored people of Atlauta and of 
Georgia, at least. 

The excitement over the rose-colored prom- 
ses by the agents of the alleged company, 
which rose tosuchahigh pitch only a few 
days ago, is subsiding. 

But there are still a great many who hold 
out in theirimplicit faith and belief in the 
promises of the agents. 

Many of them, during the height of the ex- 
citement, suld off their little household effects 
at any sacrifice, so as to convert them into 
cash and be ready to board the first véssel that 


steamed out of port Congoward. 

A great deal of suffering has been entailed 
upon these itmocent victims of the eloquence 
of these agents, and many a household has 
been put to a great deal of inconvenience be- 
cause of the lack of servants on the same ac- 
count. 

Men and women have thrown up good, pay- 
ing situations to take advantage of the lumi- 
nous inducements held out to all who would 
emigrate. 

But it looks like very few of them are des- 
tined to realize the paradisian gtories of that far- 
off land where Africa’s sunny fountains roll 
down their golden sands, or to use a less high- 
flown comparison, “the land of the butter- 
milk springs and the pan-cake trees,”’ 


Thrasher’s Investigations. 


George T. Thrasher, a leading man among 
the negroes of Atlanta, has investigated the 
matter pretty thoroughly. 

In reply to a letter addressed to them for in- 
formation, Thomas F. Coate & Sons, New 
York, managers of tours and excursions, wrote 
him tnat steerage passage to Capetown from 
New York via Liverpool, and thence direct, is 
about $80 per person, and the voyage lasts 
about four weeks. 

Steamers leave New York every week for 
Capetown, which is situated in the most popu- 
jous and thriving district in Africa, but the 
government of this country affords no assist- 
ance to migrants. 

A letter written to the headquarters of the 
company elicited the following answer: 

WASHINGTON, D. C., November 7, 1890.—George 
T. Thrasher, Esq. Dear sir: Yours of October 
30th received, and [am instructed to say to you 
for the U. 8. 5. 8. Company that Mr. George Peek 
is the duly authorized agent of the company for the 
states referred to m your letter. Yours very truly,

Appended to that letter was this printed 
card, evidently clipped from the corner of an 
envelope:

very much desire, 

One, Thomas Peek, is here, claiming to be an 
ageut for a concern styling itself the United 
States and Congo Emigration Steamship Coni- 
pany, withoeftices in Washington, D. C., Balti- 
more, Md,, and Monrovia, Liberia. He is en- 
deavoring to persuade people of the negro race 
that for $1 each this company will transport pas- 
sengers te Liberia, and give them land there on 
arrival. He is equine. many of them to pay 
him money, and I tind it impossible to persuade 
them that his schemeis a fraud. I am a negro 
myself, and am anxious to save the ignorant 
ot my race from being swindled. In answer to 
inquiries addressed to the company, they — 
that Peek is their agent. I tee] sure, therefore, that 
the company itself is a swindle, and I write to 
you, as an vid southern man, to inform me what 
sort of a concern this company is, and whether it 
has any standing in business circles. It is proper 
toadd that their envelopes contain the printed 
name, **Fhe United States and Congy National 
Emigration and Steamship Company,” while in 
the letter of ‘“T. J. Cla. ton, Secretary of the Com- 
pany,” it is referred to as the “U. 8. 5. 5. Com-

His reply is appended 
hereto, and I think proves that the party to whom 
you refer is unworthy of confidence, and that you 
will do your people a kindness by so advising 
them.

soine pian to put a stop to them. 


Against Minister Smith. 


The Israelites of the northern cities are in- 
dignant against Charies Emory Smith, min- 
ister to Russ:a, whom Hon. Mayer Salzburger, 
of Baitimore, a prominent Hebrew, and one of 
the disbursers of the Baron de Hirsch fund, 
characterizes, in @ recent interview, as ‘‘the 
lying mouthpiece of a iving czar.’’ 

Hon. Simon Wolf, a leading iawyer and ex- 
consul general to Egypt, joins in protesting 
against Minister Smith’s misrepresentations. 
ln an interview, he said, among other things: 

‘Il personally saw three gentlemen—Euro- 
peans, but not Russians—who had made a 
tour of Russia within the past three months. 
They are men of the highest inteiligence and 
standing in the respective communities in 
which they reside, and they corroburated each 
other fully that the stories of persecution, 
rape and murder were fully borne out by their 
own personal knowledge, and by information 
received from the most authentic sources, that 
every Kussian officer is practicing a system 
of blackwaii, and that the oniy escape from 
the grossest barbarities was by surrendering 
what they had—their money in thé case of 
the inales, and in the case of the females their 
virtue. 

“A call has been issued by me as president 
of the society for civi! and religious liberty of 
the United States, to meet here. and at which 
meeting it is hoped that men of all classes and 
creeds will be present to voice their indigna- 
tion and to protestin the name of cominon 
humanity against the practices of a govern- 
ment that calls itself Christian. This call was 
made ten days ago. 1 wili be prepared at 
that meeting to show that the United States 
has no business to be represented at a court 
that practices such barbarities, and that the 
minister, who is simply an echo of the govern- 
ment to which he is accredited, had st be 
recalled. Ifthe people of the United States 
can feel sympathy for the starving Irish, how 
much more ought they to fee) for the descend- 
ants of those who are the progenitors of the 
religion and civilization we enjoy ?”’’ 

Cardinal Gibbons Speaks. 


An editorial in the Exponent of recent day 
reads: 
Cardinal Gibbons, of Baltimore, in a letter 
to a Philadeiphia Jewish paper, uses inter alia 
the following kind words: 

‘Every friend of humanity must deplore the 
systematic persecution of the Jews in Russia. 

‘For my part, I can not well conceive how 
Christians can eniertain other than kind senti- 
ments toward the Hebrew race, when I con- 
sider how much we are indebtedto them. We 
have from them the inspired volume of the 
Old Testament, which has been the consola- 
tion in all ages to devout souls. Christ, our 
Lord, the founder of our religion, his b.essed 
mother, as well as the aposties were all Jews 
according to the flesh. These facts attach me 


strongly to the Jewish race.”’

Another clause provides that Jews shall be 
dispossessed of any real estate they may hold. 
In the past Jewish merchants, after paying 


‘the commercial tax of the first guild for ten 
"years, have been allowed to purchase rea] estate 


outside of the limits assigned to the Jewish 
populacé. The new law cancels this privilege 
and compeis tiem to selj all real esiaie that 
they may have acquired. Jewish artisans are 
also to be deprived of certain rights, and are to 
be kept strictiy within the limiis assigned to 
the Jewish population. Repressive measures 
will be taken against Jews infringing the new 
law, a8 well as against Christians who may be 
found abetting them. 

The president’s report on Mr. Baker’s reso- 
lation is before congress in 142 pages (Ex. 
Documert 470, tifty-first meaemal. The day 
for the meeting of the committee on civil and 
religious rights of the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations has not been set yet. 

Engiand’s Protest. 

In London, a few days ago,a meeting of 
influential persons was held to consider the 
coudition of the Jews‘in Russia, and to take 
action to secure some alleviation of their dis- 
tress. The lord mayor, tho presided over the 
meeting, made an address in which he ex- 
pressed hope that nothing in the slightest de- 
gree hoatile to the czar wouid be said by the 
speakers. The hopes of the Russian Jews, he 
said, were fixed upon him, who, with one 
stroke os his pen, could annul the laws which 
eens thein. The citizens of London were 
always ready to takea leading part in defense 


_ Of religious and civil liberty. 


Upon the ceaclusion of the lo.d maycr's ad- 
dress he was warmly cheered. 

A telegram from the archbishop of Canter- 
bury was read, in which he expressed the hope 
thata resolution would be adopted by the 
meeting that would convey to the yovernment 
of Russia an earnest prayer for reconsideration 
of regulations affecting the Jews in that coun- 


‘Lhe duke of Argyle sent a letter expressing 
his sympathy with the objects of the meeting. 

The duke of Westminster moved the adop- 
tion of a resolution deciaring that the renewed 
sufferings of the Jews in Kussia from the oper- 
ation of the severe and exceptional edicts 
against them and the disabilities placed upon 
them are deep.y to be deplored, and that in 
this last decade of the nineteenth century re- 
ligions liberty is a principie which, should be 
recognized by every Christian community as 
among natural human rights. 

Unparalleled Atrocities. 

In asking the adoption of his resolution, the 

duke pointed out that the persecutions to 


which the Jews were subjected in Russia, 


were without parallel in any European coun- 
, in America or even Asia. 
he anti-Jewish laws of 1882, he declared, 
were a Jasting monument to the infamy of 
their invenior, Count Ignatieff. He said that 
he believed that the czar was a humane man, 
nnd that he excelied in all the domestic vir- 
tues, but that he and the czarina were i 
rant of the contlitions under which the tows 
eked out their miserab'e lives. ere 
Ripon, in seconding the duke of West- 
wninister’s resolution, denied that the meeting
